the Lessons of Experience, the Discouragement of Courts of Justice, and 
the frequent Interposition of the Legislature, in creating particular Excep- 
tions, until the Session of ParLUment immediately preceduig the present 
Publication, when the Commerce of the Country was fortunately relieved 
from its Pressure. — See Statute 54 Geo. III. c. 96 — A very able and judi- 
cious View of the real Motives and Purposes of the Act for the Discou- 
ragement of Commerce and Manufactures, on Account of their supposed 
Opposition m the Interests of Agriculture, is taken in a Tract recently 
published, md included in the 5th.

Neither can it be conceived, upon what legal Principle Words, which are so 
strong and positive in themselves, should not only be reduced in their Con- 
Mructjon below their natural and ordinary Signification, but should be held to 
. be so absolutely nugatory and inefficient as to admit of no possible Operation , 

even with Respect to the most solemn and formal Avoidance of an Instru- 
ment, which tne Law has declared to he absolutely void. — As to the Suppo- 
sition of a Contractor Apprenticeship befog so notoriously for the Benefit of 
the Infant, it is a Supposition which, when taken generally and indiscriminately, 
is absolutely and notoriously false; as the actual Benefit must depend upon a 
great many adventitious Cucumsttnc**, wuh Respect to the Kind of Occu- 
pation, the Variations in the Course of Trade, the Skill, the Character, and 
the Disposition, of the respective Parties. But of all the Difficulties incidenc 
to the Subject, the greatest will be, to. reconcile the Decision in Ashcroft 
v Bcrtles, to that in the Case ex parte Davies, mentioned in the following

W HEREAS by an Act passed in the thirteenth Year of the 
Reign of his present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act 
for providing Clergymen to officiate in Gaols, within that Part 
of Great Britain, called England the Justices of the Peace, 
or the major Part of them, assembled at the Quarter Sessions 
held for any County, Riding, or Division* within that Part of 
Gnat Britain, called England, and the Principality of Wales, 
are authorized and empowered to settle and ascertain how 
many Clergymen should by them be deemed necessary to be 
employed in performing religious Duties, according to the Rites 
of the Church of England, in the several Gaols within their 
respective Jurisdictions, and lp settle and asceitam what Duly 
should he performed, and what Salary should be paid to eveiy 
such Clergyman, not exceeding fifty Pounds yearly and every 
Year: And whereas by the Appointment of Clergymen toofli-

' Lunacy or otherwise are furiously mad, qr are so far disor- 
' dered in their Senses that they may be dangerous to be 
‘ permitted to go abroad, it shall and may be lawful for any
